I. Claims 1-34, drawn to a method of treatment using a transplant or graft 
not substantially expressing or presenting at least one molecule 

capable of stimulating or enhancing an immune response, classified in class 424, 
subclass 93.7. 

II. Claims 35-43, drawn to an assay for detecting if tissue or graft 
substantially expresses or presents at least one molecule 

capable of stimulating or enhancing an immune response, classified in class 435, 
subclass 325. 

III. Claims 44-56, drawn to a method of evaluating the stage of differentiation 
of a mammalian organ or tissue most suitable for transplantation thereof 
into a mammalian subject,, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II and III are directed to related processes. The related inventions 
are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually 
exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as 
claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, 
mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, a 
method of treatment is patentably distinct from an assay which detects the presence of a 
surface marker on a cell which is distinct from a immunologic graft test. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
